BRITISH NAVAL PLANES 
ATTACK BIG GERMAN 
BAT- 


TLESHIP TIRPITZ

American heavy bombers in great 


force attacked the Hungarian cap- 
ital of Budapest 
today for the 


first time while Russian 
troops 


drove five to ten miles deep In Ru- 
mania and approached the Tatar 
Pass leading to Czechoslovak ter- 
ritory which Hungary grabbed ear- 
ly in the war. 
Flying from 
Italy, 
American 


bombers of the 15th U. S. air force 
hit the rail center inside the naz'- 
occupled capital and an important 
aircraft factory just south of the 
city. 
Berlin reported violent air 


battles. 


British naval planes successfully 


attacked the wounded German su- 
per-battleship Tirpltz in Alton fjord 
in Norway, the admiralty announc- 
ed. The great warship, variously 
reported at from 35,000 to 45,000 
tons, had been virtually Immobiliz- 
ed last year by British midget sub- 
marines. 
Since that attack, the 


Tirpitz has not moved. 
The Berlin radio said 14 Ameri- 


can planes had been downed over 
Budapest, the Hungarian capital, 
and that bombs were dropped. Ra- 
dios went silent at Frankfurt and 
Calais as another enemy report 
said allied aircraft were over cen- 
tral and northwest Germany. 


Striking the plane and call bear- 


ing plants at Steyr in Austria yes- 
terday, allied planes from Italy de- 
stroyed a record bag of more than 
100 German interceptors at the cost 
of 33. Other targets in Italy and 
Yugoslavia at Brod, Mostar and 
Blhac were hit in 2,200 sorties. 


French naval forces destroyed a 


German convoy in the Adriatic. A 
commando-like American and Brit- 
ish attack on the Yugaslav island 
of Solta, netted 111 German cap- 
tives.-- On tl-?- Ar.Uo b?c.«h-hcad 
allied lines stiffened after a week- 
end retreat and beat off a German 
flame-thrower attack. Italians In 
the center won another peak. Over- 
night, planes bombed the Leghorn 
and Santo Stefano harbors and the 
rail yards of Vicenza.

Y FLAME-THROWERS 
REPORTEB REPULSED 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, In 
Naples, April S.—(JP)—Allied troops 
have smashed an attack by German 
flame-throwers on the left flank 
of the beachhead 
below 
Rome, 


headquarters 
announced 
today, 


while Italian troops fighting with 
tho allies occupied a third peak 
in tho center of the main Fifth 
army front, 


Flame-throwers spaarheaded the 
attack of about 150 German in- 
fantrymen against the beachhead, 
which began an hour before dusk 
Friday after a heavy mortar bar- 
rage. 
It was launched in the 


same vicinity as the raid of the 
previous day in which the Germans 
forced a slight withdrawal by tho 
allies from a position about a mile 
and a half southwest of Carroce- 
to, 21 miles below Rome. 


Although the mortar fire con- 


tinued to thunder throughout the 
night, the infantry atackers were 
either dead or routed by midnight. 
* On the same night the Germans 
opened a concentrated 
artillery 


bompardment of a sector some dis- 
tance away hold by a battalion of 
American infantry, laying 900 shells 
of various sizes around the posi- 
tions. 


German tanks moved forward at 


a point about four miles west of 
Ciaterna, on tho eastern edge of 
the beachhead, but were driven 
back by artillery fire.

MOSCOW, April 3— (#)—Soviet 


Foreign Commissar Vycheslav Mo- 
lotov held his first conference with 
the foreign press twoday to an- 
nounce that the Red Army had en- 
tered Rumania. 


With a simplicity that made the 


momentous event all the more dra- 
matic, he read quietly 
a "state- 


ment of the Soviet 
government" 


and then underwent a barrage of 
questitions. 


Correspondents broke into spon- 


taneous applause at the close of 
the conference when Molotov an- 
nounced: 
"I promise that press confer- 


ences will be held frequently by the 
foreign 
commissariat." 
Press conferences have been tried 


only once before in 
the 
Soviet 


Union. Soon after Germany invad- 
ed Russia in June, 1941, S A. Loz- 
ovsky as vice chief of the Soviet 
Information bureau, started meet- 
Ing the 
foreign 
correspondents 


twice weekly. 
The 
conferences 


stopped after the correspondent& 
were evacuated to the temporary 
capital at Kuibyshev In October of 
that year.

DECISION OF FAR REACH- 
ING IMPORTANCE IN MANY 
SOUTHERN STATES 


BIG NEWS OF DAY FOR ALLIES 
IS THAT RUSSIAN TROOPS ARE 
ACTUALLY ON RUMANIAN SOIL 


WASHINGTON, April 3. 
The supremo court, reversing its 
position of nine years ago in the 
face of a bitter dissent from Jus- 
tice Roberta, ruled today that ne- 
groes have the right to vote in 
Texas democratic party primaries. 


The 8-1 decision, delivered by 


Justice Roed, had far-reaching Im- 
plications in Southern states whose 
democratic pa»'ty primaries 
are 


usually equivalent to election. 


The extent to whloh it would 


apply apparently would be guided 
by these words of the court: 


"When primaries become a part 


of the machinery for choosing of- 
ficials, state and national, as they 
have here, the same tests to de- 
termine the character of discrim- 
ination or abridgement should be 
applied to the primary as are ap- 
plied to the general election. 


"If the state requires 
M. certain 


electoral 
procedure, prescribes a 


general election ballot made up of 
party nominees, so chosen, and lim- 
its the choice of the electorate in 
general elections for state offices, 
practically speaking to those whoso 
names appear on such a ballot, it 
endorses, adopts and enforces the 
discrimination 
against 
negroes, 


practiced by a party entrusted by 
Texas law with the determination 
of the qualifications of participants 
in the primary. 
This Is state ac- 


tion within the meaning of the 15th 
amendment." 


Tho 15th amendment states thjat 


"the right of citizens to vote shall 
not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state on 
account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude" 
Tho court, noting its change of 


view, declared that, "when con- 
vinced of former error, this court 
has never felt constrained to fol- 
low precedent." 
Roberts Critical, 


Roberts said tho court was over- 


turning 
previous 
rulings so far 
that a high court decision fell into 
the same class with a i estrlcted 
railroad ticket -"Good for this day 
and train only." 


He said that earlier in this court 


term he had protested "the pres- 
ent policy of the court freely to 
disregard and to overrule consider- 
ed decisions and the rules of law 
announced in them." 
"This tendency," ho commented 


today, "it seems to me, indicated 
an intolerance (or what those who 
have composed this court In the 
past have conscientiously and de- 
liberately concluded, 'and involves 
an assumption that knowledge and 
wisdom reside In us which was 
denied to our predecessors." 


The majority opinion states that 


"the right to vote in such a pri- 
mary for the nomination of candi- 
dates without discrimination by the

Sixteen Billion

The big news of the day is that 


Red troops are actually on Ru- 
manian soil not only oecause of Us 
military Importance but because 
it provides strong evidence to re- 
fute the German-inspired report 
that when the Russians had evict- 
ed the enemy from their territory 
they would halt on the borders and 
let the rest of the allies fight it 
out with the axis. 


Of course one swallow doesn't 


make a summer and invasion of 
Rumania doesn't necessarily moan 
invasion of Germany. Still, Mos- 
cow has said it certainly Is head- 
ed for Berlin .and there's no reason 
to doubt it. 


The Soviet government has made 


a shrewd move in announcing that 
it has no intention of annexing 
any Rumanian territory but is Im- 
pelled merely by military necessity. 
This is calculated to inspire the 
Rumanians to lay down their arms 
and it can't help but have a salu- 
tary effect on a population which 
for weeks has been panicky over 


the approach of Rod troops. 


The same thing can be said of 
Bulgaria. 
Both 
these countries 


long have been held in tho war only 
through feax* inspired by the pres- 
ence of Gorman troops on 
their 


soil. They are likely to Mip from 
under Hitler's domination as soon 
as he is forced to relax his mili- 
tary grip on their throats. 


This Is one of the tense moments 


of tho war, as we hang on the 
unfolding of tho great Russian on- 
slaught, and await the coming of 
tho allied invasion 
of 
Western 


Europe, 
Fuehrer Hitler and his 


people must be enduring a strain 
comparable with that under which 
the allies labored during the awful 
hours of Dunkerquo, 


We see a measure of the Hitler- 


ian tension In the feverish prepa- 
rations of the nazU to meet the 
gathering storm In the west while 
fighting for their very lives In the 
East. The widespread flooding of 
Holland in itself speaks loudly of 
nerves. 
The 
Germans 
wouldn't 


have gone to this extreme unless 
they thought the 
final 
teat of 


strength was close.

excluded from voting in a 1MO pri- 
mary by the election judges of the

His Attorneys contended that, a 


1985 supreme court decision, sus- 
taining the exclusion of negroes 
from a Texas primary, was "based 
on the theory that the right to par- 
ticipate in the democratic primary 
is one of the privilege* incidental 
to membership In the Democratic 
party of Texas and *bouM not be 
confused 'with the rlfiht to vote." 
1941 Opinion. 


The attorneys cited a 1941 su 
preme court opinion, In a case from 
Louisiana, which they said helrt 
that In a state where choice at the 
primary was tantamount to elec- 
tion, the right to vote in the pri- 
mary was derived fsom the United 
States constitution and not from 
the 
party. 
Exclusion of negroes from the 


primary, the attorneys said, was 
based on a resolution adopted by 
the state democratic party. 
Justice Roberts, 
in 
dissenting 


from the majority opinion, com- 
plained that the supreme court's 
decision overruled previous court 
opinions on the Issue and said he 
was concerned because it "tends to 
bring adjudications of this tribun 
al Into the same class1 as a re 
•tricted railroad ticket, good for 
this day and train only." 


May B« Orcrruled. 


He added: 
"I have no aaaurance, in view 


of current 
decisions, 
that 
the 
opinion announced today may not 
shortly be repudiated and overrul- 
ed by justices who deem they have 
new light on the subject. 
In the 
present term, the court has over- 
ruled' three cue*. 
"It is regrettable that in an era 


marked by doubt and confusion 
an era whose 
greatest 
need li 
eteadfastness of thought and pur- 


pose, this court, which ha« been 
ooked' to as exhibiting consisten- 
cy In adjudication and a. steadiness 
vhlch would hold the balance even 
n the face of temporary ebbs and 
1owg of opinion, should now Itself 
become the breeder of fresh doubt 
and confusion In the public mind 
as to the stability of our tnstltu- 
Jons."

The Majority Opinion. 


The majority opinion said: 
"The United States is a consti- 


tutional democracy. 
Its organic 


aw grants to all citizens a right 
to participate in the cholca of, elec- 
ted.officials without restriction by 
any state because of race. 
This 


grant to the people of the oppor- 
tunity for choice is not to be nul- 
lified by a Mate through casting 
Its electoral process in a 
form 


which permits a private organiza- 
tion to practice racial discrimin- 
ation in the election, Constitution- 
al rights would be of little value 
if they could be thus indirectly 
denied." 


The court said the privilege of 


membership in a political 
party 


may be, as the court previously had 
ruled, no concern of a state. 


Make* It Action of State. 


"But," the opinion added, "when 


a.i here, that privilege Is also the 
essential qualification for voting 
in a primary to select nominees for 
a general election, the state makes 
the action of the party the action 
of the state." 


The majority said that, reaching 


that conclusion. It was "not un- 
mindful of the desirability of con- 
tinuity of decision in constitution- 
al questions. 
However, when con- 


vinced of former error, this court 
has never felt constrained to fol- 
low precedent." 


The first reaction on Capitol 


Hill to the court's ruling came from 
Rep. West (D-Tex), who said: "I 
don't think the supreme court has 
any more right to say who can 
vote In a primary than It has a 
right to say who can belong to.a 
church or a lodge."

Sgt. Heliums recuperated from 
his injuries about the time that. 
Rommel! wnH throwing all

forces into the relzure of Cairo, 
and "it. was pretty hot around tho 
Mediterranean area then." Hel- 
ium wns tl-en transferred to an 
anti-submarine 
squadron 
station, 


and 
set 
to work 
patroling 
th<- 
Mediterranean area. There begun 
nnother ndvtnturo even more ev- 
c'ting than the fiist, if this were 
nosslble. 
In the veteran's words. 


"While returning froni a mission 
one Seftcrr.ber 
evening, we ran 


upon a Gorman patrol of Messer- 
schm'.tt lOils, 
which 
fired upon 
us and knocked out our port en- 
gine. Wo made a forced landing 
on the ocean, threw out the lifi 
raft, nrd placed all the supplies 
on it that we could. 


•Rescued By Navy. 
"We fared fine until the bottom 


fell out. of the sky. about 4 p. m., 
causing large waves on' the sur- 
face of the ocean which finally 
broke the rapes on tho life raft. 
We drifted about until about noon 
of the next day when a navy 
PBY picked us up."
